Getting back to elections 
and' candidates . . . let’s not 
disfranchise ourselves this 
November 6.

They do it by failing 
to vote. They're too lazy, too 
indifferent or "too busy” to 
spend the brief time and ef¬ 
fort it takes to go to the poll¬ 
ing booth. The result is that 
people are elected to office, 
and often the highest 
offices, by what amounts to 
a minority vote. Some times 
I we get candidates into office 
like that, which was recent¬ 
ly experienced in the State 
of Texas.

In Texas, for example, 
they do not stop at protect¬ 
ing humans within its bord¬ 
ers from the wiles of avari¬ 
cious advertisers: it’s just 
gone all out to help that 
noble animal, the dbg. 

The adminlsratlon, 
through its agency. The 
Texas Feed Control Service, 
has passed legislation and 
has ordered one of the coun¬ 
try’s major dog food manu¬ 
facturing companies t o 
cease and disist appealing 
to dogs on the basis of color. 

Dogs, the state’s politi¬ 
cians claim, are colorblind. 
Therefore, the dog food 
company has been ordbred 
to quit picturing dog-discuits 
in six different colors on its 
packages. Presumably, be¬ 
cause of his unfortunate eye¬ 
sight defect, the dog shop¬ 
ping in a supermarket can’t 
tell one color of biscuit from 
another.

To us it seems a little un¬ 
clear, in a way, what the 
Texas politicians are trying 
to accomplish. If the dog 
can’t tell one color biscuit 
from another, he can’t pos¬ 
sibly be Influenced by the 
package, which isn’t mis¬ 
leading to begin with, be¬ 
cause the actual biscuits in¬ 
side also come in six differ¬ 
ent colors. Apparently the 
only one hurting in this sit¬ 
uation is the manufacurer 
who is going to all that 
trouble to cake colored bis¬ 
cuits for colorblind dogs. 

—CT— 

It may be, however, that 
the Politicians of Texas are 
seeking to protect the dog 
through the dog’s owner, as 
they also object to the bis¬ 
cuits Being labeled “chicken 
flavor,” “meat falvor,” “liver 
flavor,” etc. The biscuits 
are flavored as dtescribed.

He 
purchased 500 acres and 
hired 75 Chinese laborers to 
clear the land of chaparral 
higher than your head and 
so tick a jackrabbit could 
not run through it. Within a 
few short years, produce 
from his thriving citrus 
groves and vineyards was 
taken by steamer to San 
Francisco and thence by rail 
to eastern markets. The 
Rhoades magnificent family 
home attracted visitors from 
miles away, and so a resort 
hotel was added. 

Today the Charles Hardi¬ 
son home on Fairpoint occu¬ 
pies the original site of the 
hotel lobby, and the Ernest 
Maurin home the site of the 
stables. Charming Red Rob¬ 
in Farm on Old House Road 
was once a bunk house for 
the Chinese houseboys. 

I’m indebted to Mrs. Don 
Jaxtheimer for introducing 
me to Miss Anita Rhoades, 
born On the Villa in 1881 
and named for Anita Bald¬ 
win. From her memory and 
wit has come Invaluable 
knowledge of the era — in¬ 
cluding some lively tales of 
her playmates, Charles and 
Elizabeth Hastings, the fab¬ 
ulous Abbot Kinney (Kinne- 
loa Mesa): plus a few pre¬ 
viously untold antidotes 
about L. J. Rose and Lucky 
Baldwin.
